A subject on which frequently little information is 
given is adoptions. It has been only in recent years 
that the need has been established and that married 
couples have taken steps to meet these family needs. 
The entire question of adoptions has been obscure, 
and the rules have always been thought to be rig¬ 
id and inflexible. This is not the case, and many, 
many people have not token steps to fulfill their li¬ 
ves simply because they believe the procedure to be 
overly complicated. This is not necessarily true. 

Rules can be waived, and incomes do not have 
to meet anything but very minimal standards. Be¬ 
cause this is such an important subject and because an 
adoption can mean so much happiness to a married 
couple and can provide a happy home for a child, I 
have decided to give some information on this sub¬ 
ject so others might know how simple it is. 

Let's take, for example, the subject of income. 
Do you know that in I960 the Santa Clara County 
adoption unit placed children in homes in which the 
annual income was from $2000 to figures which went 
over $10, 000? And what about the cost of adoption? 
This seems to be a reason why many couples are dis¬ 
couraged. The adoption unit has placed children for 
absolutely no cost whatsoever. This does not mean 
that this is always done. The full fee is $400.00 but 
some have paid nothing and others have paid from less 
than $200 to the full fee. 

There are very few rules or regulations which go¬ 
vern this matter of adoption, but this does not mean 
that a good job is not done in placing the right child 
with right prospective parents. Some of the reasons 
for denial of placement is that the couple has not been 
married for more than three years or that there are 
more than two children in the home. For many years, 
the Adoption Agency had a need for adoptive homes 
for children of Mexican ancestry. Last year, there 
were twelve children of Mexican ancestry placed in 
adoptive homes and most of these children were less 
than one year old. It is a known fact that many of 
these children have gone without a home simply be¬ 
cause there are no homes available for them. 

The ages of the parents adopting these children 
varied from 59 to 20 years of age, most of them in the 
30-39 age bracket. 

Adoption does not take a long time. Certainly 
there is a routine and certain steps have to be taken 
to safeguard all concerned, but the Agency is in the 
business of placing children and they make efforts to 
see that all is done correctly and that when a child is
